plorations received by the naval ser- 
vice department. ‘the records were

'who headed one of the parties which 
; went in search of Franklin in 1858. 
Curiously, they were found by Stef- 
ausson on exactly the same date as 
they were deposited, June 15. 
| By another coincidence,  MeClin- 
‘tock’s records, left in a cavern near 
Cape McClintock, tell of the explor- 
et’s intention to travel three days 
j westward in search of new land. Stef- 
‘ansson, instead, travelled three days 
/north, and made his discovery of a 
Jlitherto unknown Jand, as has been

recorded the fact chat 
party were all well, had already ex- 
famined the southeastern coust, and

Stefunsson is now in camp on the

The following story of German 
treatment of Russian prisoners is 
printed by the Russky-Slovo of Mos- 
cow, which sent a correspondent to 
the occupied parts of .Roland, ahere 
he spent two months. The story 
comes from a Russian prisoner who 
escaped from a German prison. 

This man was made a prisoner in 
Fay, and interned with a lot of others 
in Posen. But in the words of the 
prisoner: 

“One day the sergeant said to us: 
‘Take pickaxes and spades and come 
slong with us.’ 

“What are we to do?’ we asked. 

“Dig trenches,’ he replied. 

“It is better to die, comrades, 
eaid our non-commissioned officer, 
‘than to break our oath of fidelity,’ 
‘Yes, yes,’ we shouted, ‘we will not 
tight our own people.’ 

“The Germans then tried to foree 
us, but we lay down and fought and 
struggled. Finally the sergeant said, 
‘V1 teach you a lesson.’ A wooden 
bench was brought in and we were 
lined up against it and our hands and 
feet tied. They took four of us ata 
time and peat us with sticks over our 


bare bodies. This was done in the 
presence of the townspeople, who 
wept and called out, ‘Enough, you 
‘beasts.’

When Heligoland Belongea to the 
British Emnire, and a Gerrnan” 
Prophecy 
A most important part of the Ger- 
man naval defence is the island of 
Heligoland in the North Sea, com- 
manding the western entrance to the 

Kiel Canal. 


It is now a mass of concreted 
cement, heavily fortified, and is the 
great naval base behind the shelter 
of which Germany’s fleets cower in 
safety. 

One of the olu I¢nglish coast- 
guards who were stationed on Heli- 
goland has recently given a descrip- 
tion of this strongly fortified Ger- 
min island,’ as it appeared before 
it was acquired from Great Britain. 

“The jsland was only a small one,” 
he said, “barely a mile long and about 
half a mile broad, 

There were 2.500 inhabitants, and, 
apart from the governor,  Lieut.- 
Colonel Maxse, his suite, and the 
coastguards, the population was 
mainly German, Jn the summer the 
island was a very fashionable water- 
ing-place, and almost every house 
was a boarding house, but only the 
nobility of Germany could afford to 
go there. 

The island was perfectly flat on 
the top, which consisted of a kind of 
red clay, and provided no shelter for 
man or beast. Heavy ordnance could 
not be placed on the top. ‘The lower 
portion of the island consisted of 
rock, and was absolutely rotten, the 
winter frosts bringing down 
hundreds of tons of soil at a time.

The letter, which was made public 
{by Dr. Dutton, is a vigorous denunci- 
jation of the U.S. policy in the present

Statistics furnished 


by the Re- 


‘mounts and Veterinary Branch of the 


Militia department show that so far 
only 10 per cent. of the Canadian 
horses at the front were killed in bat- 
There are now approximately 


The horses of a division ara taken 
care of by twelve veterinary officers 
and one mobile veterinary section of 


twenty-seven men. 
The mobile section takes care of 
the horses in the firing line. The 


slightly wounded or indisposed beasts 


are cared for and returned to the 
froni. If, however, the troops are on 
the move, all injured horses are im- 
mediately collected and sent” in 


/groups back to railhead, from where 


a ear ey Nee SE cee oe a Fe EOS 
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they go by train to the nearest vet- 
erinary base hospital, When they be- 
come fit for duty they were sent to the 
regiment depot, where they are re- 
issued for further use. 

Horses which jn-previous wars and 
in civilian life would be destroyed at 
once are taken in and treated so 
successfully that) in due course they 
become fit for duty in the firing line. 


It is interesting to note that of six 
hundred and seven horses sent on 
one oceasion to the field veterinary 


hospital only twelve died. 

Wounded horses are immediately 
given first aid. Any horse that can 
walk is rushed back to the mobile 
section or field) hospital, his wounds 
are carefully treated, and every 
care given him. 

When these horses are being hur- 
Tied away to the hospital fresh horses 
are peing constantly brought to the 
front to replace them, 

During the second battle of Ypres, 
when the Canadians were pressed to 
their utmost, at no time was the sup- 
ply of horses diminished at the firing 
line. As casualties occurred among 
the battery and transport horses re- 
inforcements were rushed through 
the storm of bursting shells to take 
their places. <Alti.ough our guns 
were within three hundred yards of 
the enemy there never was a waggon 
or gun lost. Cases of horses with ten 
bullets in them have been known to 
report complete recovery within a 
very few weeks: in fact, some wound- 
ed horses have been back to the lire 
within a week. 

It is interesting to note the war 
horses’ diet. They are fed three 
times a day, and get an allowance of 
eighteen pounds of hay, twelve 
pounds of oats, eight pounds of straw, 
or in lien of this four pounds extra 
hay and two pounds of oats. or any 
other fodder precurable of equal food 
value, malt. sugzy. beets, vegetables, 
etc.

France the machine had skimmed along 
the surface of the water at high speed 
several hundred yards before rising In 
the air. He at once wrote to Louis 
Bleriot, the French aviator, and asked 
him if a boat could not be built on the 
idea of aeroplane propulsion, but to 
glide on the water. Blerlot sald he 
thought It could, and Mejia took the 
next steamer for Paris, 

Bleriot bullt a boat to meet Mr. 
Mejia’s specifications, and, although it 
made forty-six miles an hour, It was 
not commercially practical. It was a 
one passenger affair and too light to 
bear packing and transportation to Co- 
lombia, He had another boat built on 
stronger lines, which he took with him 
to South America and tested on the 
Magdalena. But the French construc- 
tors had insisted upon a submerged 
screw in addition to the air propellers, 
and the boat drew too much water and 
was too small for his: purpose. 

Hearing that the Comte de Lambert, 
who had seen his Blerlot speed boat, 
was making experiments with a pon- 
toon glider and had formed a company 
to manufacture the “bateaux glisseurs 
de Lambert,” Mr. Mejia went back to 
Paris in 1914 to see the new boat and 
get a modified model for use in Colom- 
bia, but the war broke out, and the mo- 
tors ordered were taken by the French 
government, 

Mr. Mejia then went to New York 
and met D. Lachapelle, a boat builder 
and engineer of Nyack, who designed 
and built the Yolanda IT. 

The boat was shipped to Colombla 
and will be used to carry the mails and 
government officials from the capital to 
the coast. It will make the trip easily 
{m two days instead of eleven days 
that the rear paddle wheel boats now 
in use take,

Ignorance Unashamed 


Has Our School System Reached the 
Highest Point of Efficiency 


Is there not too much truth in the 
‘following editorial remarks in the 
Toronto News, on the education 
children now receive at public 
schools? : 

“Three questions were written on 
the blackboard at Macdonald Insti- 
tute on a recent morning, and the 
}21 girls of the class were required 
to write down their answers and 
hand them in. ‘The first question 
named 17 famous books or poems 
and required the names of the 
‘authors. The second asked for a 
short description and location of 
Sudbury, Prince Rupert, Msquimault 
Louvain, Gallipoli and Lemberg. The 
ithird read as follows: Name the 
premiers of any six of the provinces 
of Canada. 

“The average value of the answers 
; Was 30 per cent. for the first,-21 per 
‘cent. for the second, and almost 
nothing for the third. No one knew 
the position of Louvain or Gallipoli. 
| One young woman said that Louvain 
was a town in France where a battle 
was fought recently. Another placed 
Gallipoli off the coast of Scotland, 
where a German submarine pase 
had been discovered. Concerning 
the premiers, everyone was on a 
level with sister. Sir Sam Hughes 
Was named as the premier of the 
United States. 

“The young women in this class 
; Were between the ages of 18 and 35. 
{Some of them had junior matricula- 
tion. All had passed examinations 
for entrance to the high school. The 
first cry from most of those who 
‘read this will be: ‘What is the mat- 
ter with the education department 
‘and the schools its supervises?’ It 
‘is the belief of the public that the 
ignorance of any person in the prov- 
ince is directly traceable to the 
school, That is not always the case. 
‘Three-quarters of the education a 
boy receives comes from his honze. 
In the home he‘must acquire a 
taste for reading and a love for 
knowledge. He must have the stim- 
ulus of a wise father or mother or 
sister. If he goes to school indiffer- 
ent or careless he will learn by note 
certain mechanical operations for 
calculating purposes. He will Jearn 
: to read haltingly. He will hate 
grammar, composition, literature and 
and at the first opper- 
tunity will leave school and go to 
work. Not always, of course! Heo 
may have a genius for his teacher. 
Then the results may be different.

Damaged Wheat For Feed 

In most cases it is inadvisable to 
feed damaged grain to poultry. There 
arey however, exceptions to every 
‘rule. Wheat that has been mow: 
‘burnt will not cause any trouble when 
[fed to fowls an@ can usually be ch- 
[tained at a low price. Weevil-infest- 
ed grain also can be fed without 
‘trouble, if there gre no objections to 
,introducing the weevil into the gran- 
lary. 
| Wheat that has sprouted in the 
‘shock from excessive rains is usually 
; dangerous to feed on account of the 
‘Hahbility of its being moldy. 
| If such wheat can be obtained free 
\from mold there is, of course, no ob- 
ijection to feeding it. Care must be 
taken that none of the grain is moldy, 
'for mold even in small quantities will 
‘cause no end of disorders. Fanning 
‘moldy wheat may remove enough of 
ithe mold to make it look good, but 
yous nose will tell the story. Don't 
iuse moldy grain under any circum. 
|stances. Small chicks should never 
ibe fed) anything but the very best 
| wheat, as they are much more easily 
upset than grown birds.

- Possibilities for Girls | 


Canning Clubs Making Over Rural 
Life and Suggest Great Possibili- 
ties For Girls 


The organization of girls’ clubs, 
with reference to the home interests, 


such as canning clubs, mother-daugh- ; 


ter clubs, wheat and bread, sewing, 
cooking and other activities is doing 
much to keep the girls in the coun- 
try. Girls are beginning to discover 
that the place-as a home maker, to 
control it and to manage it requires 
brains and skill. 

Miss Marie Cromer, a young coun- 
try school teacher in South Carolina 
suggested a national movement for 
girls that is transforming the home 
and social life of rural America. She 
started a tomato elub of forty-six 


girls. These girls put up over 6,000 
cans of tomatoes and = gallons of 
sauces. The next year over 3,000 


girls were enrolled; the next year 25,- 
550 were registered and the general 
education board gave a check for $25,- 
000 to extend the work. in 1914 there 
were over 60,000 girls enrolled. Last 
year congress assigned a quarter of a 
million dollars for rhe work, and it 
produced near $200,000 in profit. 
These profits will mean Inxuries for 
the country girl—as well as comforts. 
In one community—lamilton Co., 
Tennessee, Miss Virginia Moore's club 
won first honoys. Her club of 162 
girls raised 127,822 pounds of toma- 
toes. Miss Katie Gunner of Samaria, 
S.c., canned 512 cans with a profit of 
$60 from one-tenth of an acre of jand. 
Many of these girls use their profits 
to begin poultry raising and dairying. 
Helen Durham of Bountiful Utah— 
a girl twelve years of age—canned 
ninety-nine varieties of fruit and vege- 
tables in 1914. These gitls are en 
couraged in every possibile way by the 
great national board for domestic 
science, Prizes are awarded for their 
experience. Records of these are kept 
at Washington. The contests are vital 
and prove that millions of dollars can 
be saved where millions were wasted. 
It is making over rural life, and sug- 
gests possibilities for our girls.
